The company was formed in 1971 for the purpose of 
incorporating several basic novel ideas in the production of hogs. 


Point Number one- In most tog operations tlfroughout 
the world little’ thought has been given to the housing of animals by 
giving the maxinum comfort to the animals and at the same time 
utilizing production methods with labour saving devices. Our buildings 
are well insulated, under consta’.t temperature control with total 
automatic feeding, for example one man handles one barn including feed 
mill operation handling up to 280 pigs.

The Articles of Incorporation pro- 
vide that the aggregate consideration for the issue of the said 
shares without par value shall not exceed in amount or value the 
sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00) or such yreater amount 
as the board of directors of the Corporation by resolution deter- 
mines and provided that such resolution shall not be effective 
uitil a certified copy thereof has been filed with the Minister 
of Consumer and Commercial Relations, all prescribed fees have been 
paid and the Minister has so certified, all in accordance with 
The Business Corporations Act. 


One share without par value was issued for $1.00 to the 
incorporator of the Corporation to facilitate the organization of 
the Corporation. That share has now been transferred into the 
name of Vincent Kirby. In addition a further 2 shares without par 
value were issued for an aggregate consideration of $2.00 as 
follows:

Restrictions on Transfers 


The Articles of Incorporation provide for the following 
restrictions on the allotment, issue or transfer of shares and 
on the number of shareholders: 


1 No share of the Corporation shall be transferred without 
the express consent of a majority of the directors to be 
signified by a resolution passed by the board of directors. 


The number of shareholders of the Corporation, exclusive 
of persons who are in its employment and exclusive of 
persons who, having been formerly in the employment of 
the Corporation, were, while in that employment, and 
have continued after the termination of that employment 
to be, shareholders of the Corporation, is limited to 
not more than 50, two or more persons who are the joint 
registered owners of one or more shares being counted as 
one shareholder. 


Any invitation to the public to subscribe for securities 
of the Corporation is prohibited. 
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Shareholders 
The following are the shareholders of the Corporation: 
Vincent Kirby 3 shares without par value. 
No form of share certificate has been adopted by the 


Corporation and none have been issued. Evidence of share owner- 
ship is recorded only in the books of the Corporation. 


Directors and Officers 


The authorized number of directors of the Corporation 
is one. 


The following are the directors and officers of the 
Corporation:

Secretary-Treasurer Michael Gardner 


The members of the board of directors of the Corpora- 
tion are elected by shareholders of the Corporation at annual 
meetings. Interim vacancies may be filled by the directors them- 
selves. The officers of the Corporation are elected or appointed 
by the board of directors. In the absence of an agreement to the 
contrary, the officers will continue to serve at the pleasure of 
the board of directors. 


Meetings 


The Business Corporations Act requires that shareholders

The President of the Corporation, wkzn present, presides 
at all meetings of shareholders and, if a diréctor, of the board 
of directors.
